Compliance was 
doubted by five. 


Say NRA Favors Employe. 


A majority of the replies indi- 


cated a belief that present poli- 
cies of the 
federal government 


with respect to labor tends to dis- 
criminate unduly in favor of the 
employe, 37 having answered the 
questionaire to that effect." Eight* 
said the employer is being fav- 
ored, while 15 were non-commit- 
tal. 


Code administration should re- 


main in the hands of industry, 
according to the answers of 47. 
Nine 
were 
non-commital and 


three said the government should 
control. 


The NRA expires June 16, 1935, 


In the opinion of eight who an- 
swered the law should be re-en- 
acted. Twenty said it should be 
modified, and 30 would abandon 
it. 


The NRA referendum on which 


the chamber was voting was sent 
out by the United States cham- 
ber of commerce. It contained 
fifteen porposals, all of which ex.- 
cept No. 3, were given a favor- 
able vote. The third proposition 
provides that any new legislation 
should be limited to businesses 
engaged in, or affecting competi- 
tion in, interstate commerce. 


Favor New Law. 


The chamber believes that the 


national industrial recovery act 
should be allowed to terminate in 
accordance with its present pro- 
visions, but new legislation should 
be enacted before the expiration.

war materials during the World 
war were disclosed today to the 
senate munitions committee. 


This was developed shortly af- 


ter President Roosevelt had sug- 
gested close co-operation between 
his group to formulate legislation 
to take the profits out of war and 
the senate investigators. 


This apparently lessened the 


irritation displayed by committee 
members yesterday because the 
president had gone ahead before 
they had completed their inquiry. 


Investigators placed before the 


committee figures from the inter- 
nal revenue bureau showing prof- 
its for scores of companies ran 
from 20 p,er cent of invested cap- 
ital to 362 per cent. 


Alger C. Hiss, committee inves- 


tigator who conducted the in- 
quiry, revealed that in many cases 
the profits were made on cost plus 
contracts and that in some in- 
stances cash was advanced to the 
companies by the government to 
finance their production. 


Big Taxes Cited. 


As the names of many of the 


nation's leading figures, and most 
of the big companies were poured 
into the committee record, Pierre 
S. du Pont, on the witness stand, 
protested that the profits were 
misleading. 


He said the government got

forestation and park commission, 
is in full swing. Ward C. Betzer, 
president of the league said Thurs- 
day.

Power From Cells. 


The entire power came from 


lour small, round, flat metal discs, 
lying like four silver dollars un- 
der the rays of * 50-watt lamp. 

Pow- 
er flowed instantaneously when- 
ever the light was switched— 
stopped TV hen it went out 


The plates were iron, coated 


with a thin layer of selenium and 
on top of that a film of platinum. 
Selenium is "light-sensitive.'1 


The new motor takes only 2 


per cent of the energy from sun- 
light which means a plate an 
acre in extent would produce 
probably net more than 10 horse- 
power. 


If other metals or chemicals 


can be added to the plates, 
which take the energy out of 
other rays of light as effectively 
as the platinum film does the 
yellow green, there may be a dis- 
tinct gam m power.

working hours ai an average wage 
of 66 2-3 cents and involving ma- 
terial costs of $9,954,938. John 
Latenser, jr., state PWA engineer, 
estimates 30 per cent of the total 
cost of the 74 Nebraska projects 
has gone to labor. Twenty-four 
projects have been completed, 29 
are in progress and 21 have been 
approved, although work has not 
been started. 


The projects range in cost from 


$3,200 for a water system at Goth- 
enburg, which received the small- 
est grant of $800, to the $7,500,000 
Sutherland power and irrigation 
project, for which a loan of $6,- 
000,000 and a grant of $1,500,000 
were made, representing the larg- 
est government aided project in 
the Nebraska PWA program. 


Loup River Project. 


The second largest project is the 


Loup river power district, in 
which $7,300,000 will be expended. 
That project received a loan of 
$6,300,000 and a grant of $1,000,000. 


"A study of each project will 


reveal that the work was needed 
very much, not one being an un- 
necessary undertaking," Latenser

"These are only 
the actual distress cases—every 
one so acute the debtor wrote let- 
ters asking for immediate consid- 
eration.'' 


Of the total of 2,696 distress 


cases, loans now have been closed 
or approved in 2,272 instances, 
with 22 applications still pending 
and 402 rejected. 


"The farm credit administration 


takes pride in the fact it has been 
able to serve four out of five of 
these hard pressed debtors," com- 
mented General Agent O'Connor. 
"Not only has the flow of fore- 
closure suits been checked; the 
farmer has been supplied with 
funds which enabled him to dis- 
charge his old debts, retain his 
lands and readjust his affairs on a 
basis that portends his eventual 
success in saving his property un- 
der this long-term, low interest 
program." 


Taking the Omaha FCA district 


as a whole, he said there were 
6,349 farm debtors in Iowa, Ne- 
braska, South Dakota and Wyom- 
ing who bad appealed for prompt 
service. In 5,168 of these cases 
loans have been approved or 
closed, while 74 applications are 
still pending and 1,107 were re- 
jected. 


"These figures," added the gen- 


eral agent, "reflect only the purely 
distress cases.

MILAN, Italy, Dec. 13—When I 


first \vent in to see Premier Mus- 
solini I thought to make him 
laugh. But the man's intense seri- 
ousness pretty soon changed my 
tactics. ' 


I thought to go into Premier 


Mussolini's office to have some 
fun, besides giving him a message. 
But I saw he was interested far 
more in doing something that was 
good for Italy than just cracking 
jokes. 


I found him a very human sort 


of man. I first realized then why 
Italy has worshipped him all these 
years. I wonder if they appreciate 
him in Europe. 


He not only is a great man in 


Italy. He is the policeman of 
Europe. 


Mussolini asked me if I had 


been in Italy before. I told him 
in 1926. He asked if I noticed 
many changes. I told him I no- 
ticed wonderful changes, such as 
roads, reclaimed swamps, houses 


being built wholesale and people 
being re-employed. 


I certainly have seen none hap- 


pier than the Italians. Maybe this 
is so because they know that if 
there is any getting out of the 
throes of this depression they have 
a better chance with Mussolini as 
leader than any other country in 
the world. 


I had expected Mussolini to be 


a most bombastic booster. He is 
nothing of 'the kind. I found him 
to possess great charm and to be 
just the sort of fellow you want to 
sit by the fireplace with you and 
discuss topics all day. 


Premier Mussolini, I believe af- 


ter my audience, to be the second 
greatest personality in the world. 
President Roosevelt is first, of 
course. But there are a lot of re- 
publicans in the United States who 
say Mussolini is still first. 


II Duce was greatly interested 


in my proposals for producing 
Italian pictures in Italy with Ital- 
ian scenery as a background, but 
with American actors and Ameri- 
can capital. 


I told him America can't pfo- 


duce enough good pictures to fill 
the theater and satisfy the insatia- 
ble demand for good films."

An attempt to secure endorse-

Framing of laws to cover repeal, 
the one-house legislature, and 
pari-mutuel betting and supple- 
mentary legislation to cope with 
the tax and relief problems were 
listed as the most perplexing 
tasks facing the next legislature 
by Governor-elect Cochran here , 
Wednesday night before the con- 
vention of Nebraska county offi- 
cials. 
Most vexatious, he pre- 


dicted, would be the redistricting 
of the state after the assembly 
has decided the number of mem- 
bers for the unicameral legisla- 
ture. 


He advocated continuance of 


the state highway construction 
program; warned against diver- 
sion of gas taxes for any govern- 
mental purpose other than road 
building and maintenance, and 
called for co-operation of all Ne- 
braskans in helping shape the 
necessary new laws. 


John D. Forsyth of Niobrara, 


president of the County Commis- 
sioners, supervisors and highway 
commissioners' association, recom- 
mended that the state be called 
upon to share the relief burden 
with the counties and 
federal 


government. 


Says Scraping: Bottom. 


His recommendation followed a 


talk by Jack W«od of the state 
FERA admmstrator's staff, who 
warned that county governments 
were "scraping the bottom of the 
barrel" while the state was mak- 
ing no direct contribution. Re- 
calling the threat that Nebraska 
would be cut off from federal re- 
lief if it did not cooperate to the 
extet demaded, he said:

the state capitol, Lincoln Fire 
Chief Louis Hansen said Thurs- 
day that a report of conditions 
found during a fire inspection 
tour of the state house Wednes- 
day will be made to the governor 


City Fire Inspector Charles 


Horham and First Assistant Chie: 
F. W. Donnelly, who inspected 
the building, told Chief Hansen 
the historical society's newspaper 
filing room is a fire hazard. Ac- 
companing Horham and Donnelly 
on their inspection tour were 
John Lamb, capitol engineer, anc 
Ernest Bock, capitol plumber. 
Building Said Endangered. 


Horham 
and 
Donnelly 
ex- 


plained, Chief Hansen said, that 
drop extension cords are used to 
light the filing room which con- 
tains wooden racks supporting 
newspaper files. They explained 
that such an arrangement no' 
only endangers the valuable his- 
torical file but is hazardous to the 
$10,000,000 building. 


The inspectors reported 
thai 
the electric cords are pulled 
across the filing racks and news- 
paper stacks by employes of the 
department. Under the present 
setup this is necessary to give a 
proper working light, they ex- 
plained. 


Should fire break out in the 


filing room at the northwest cor- 
ner of the capitol basement, Chief 
Hansen said firemen would find 
it very difficult to control the 
blaze because of improper ven- 
tilation. Once the fire was under 
way, he said it would be impossi- 
ble to reach the room because of 
intense heat and smoke. 


Ventilation Would Hinder. 


Ventilation for the basement is 


supplied mechanically by fans at 
the south loading doors of the 
building There are no windows. 
Fire could easily turn the filing 
room into an inferno, Chief Han- 
sen stated, causing extensive heat 
and smoke damage to the marble 
work on the first floor of the 
structure. 


Donnelly said the basement of 


the capitol was not intended for 
a filing room and added that of-

Iowa fanners received 
nearly 


twice as much in benefit pay- 
ments through October 31, as the 
amount of processing taxes col- 
lected in the state. 
Nebraska 


farmers got more than three times 
the amount of processing taxes 
paid in the state and the ratio 
in South Dakota was nearly 15 
to one. 


Benefit payments to Iowa to- 


taled* S31,770.308 compared with 
the $16.466,680 of processing taxes 
collected, of which $14,460.596 
was processing taxes on hogs. 


In Nebraska, the benefit pay- 


ments totaled $19,863.745 while 
only $6.348.597 was collected an 
processing taxes. In South Dakota 
the benefit payments amounted to 
$10.480,629 compared with 
the 


$634,294 collected in processing 
taxes. 
The payments made Iowa third, 


Nebraska fifth and South Dakota 
sixteenth among all the states in 
total benefits received. 
Iowa 


topped all other states in corn-hog 
benefits, while Nebraska was 
third.

BOND ACT NEED 


PWA O f f i c i a l s Hope 


That States Will 


Take Action. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—(AP) 


—PWA legal experts arc looking 
hopefully toward state legislatures 
convening next month for more 
laws to make it easier for munici- 
palities to borrow public works 
money. The public works admin- 
istration would like to see legisla- 
tion that would correct such con- 
ditions as these: 


Inability of a town to borrow 


for projects that are expected to 
pay for themselves because state 
laws limit the amount of the 
town's indebtedness. 


Delay occasioned by laws that 


say bond issues always must be 
submitted to the people at elec- 
tions, that bond sales must be ad- 
vertised for as long as 30 days, 
and that bids must be advertised 
for as long as six weeks. 


Edward H. Foley, jr., head of 


the PWA legal division, said pro- 
gress already has been made in 
obtaining more satisfactory legis- 
lation. 
Some states have passed 


revenue bond acts permitting a 
city or town to borrow without 
regard to debt limitations for pro- 
jects whose earnings will pay for 
bonds issued as security. 


Altogether, 25 states have al- 


tered their laws or passed entire- 
ly new ones with the assistance of 
PWA. Foley's staff sees reason to 
believe that several others will 
follow suit. These, it figured, may 
include Minnesota, the Dakotas, 
Indiana, Utah, California, Ne- 
braska, and Nevada. Arizona is 


working on legislation now at a 
special session. 


"This is the only example 1 


know of an effort to obtain uni- 
form laws on municipal financ- 
ing," Folcy said. 
"It should be pointed out th<>t our 
service is free and supplied only 
on request.

Among the very young and the 
very old the death rate sometimes 
runs more than 10 times as high 
as the average death rate; the pro- 
portion is even greater when the 
comparison is made between the 
high and low death rate age divi- 
sions. There is also the further 


chance that a greater than normal 
proportion of guests at such a din- 
ner will be persons delicate in 
health rather than hardy.

at the First Presbyterian church 
next Sunday afternoon. This serv- 
ice, the pattern for hundreds of 
similar services over the state and 
which has been given for 15 years, 
uses big candles in solid holders 
securely fastened to the pews or 
within the chancel. Fire

They take their chances 
on getting away at the time the crime is commit- 
ted, and they know that even if they are caught 
their chances before a jury are more than even. 


When jurors can be brought to a realization of 


the fact that their responsibility in fighting crime 
is as great as that of peace officers, 
judges and 


prosecutors, the happy day predicted by Mr. Beal 
will have arrived.

CUBA GOES TEMPERAMENTAL AGAIN. 


EVERYTHING the United States government has 


done during the past year by way of helping 


to stabilize political conditions in Cuba and im- 
prove the economic status of its people seems to 
have been so much effort wasted. Latest happen- 
ings on the island show a large part of the popu- 
lation hell-bent on another revolution which, if 
consummated, will be the fifth successful uprising 
in about 17 months, not to mention several which 
were attempted but failed to overturn the ruling 
faction. 


Selfish politicians are the curse of Cuba. They 


keep the country in a constant ferment and make 
it difficult, if not impossible, for any government 
to establish peace, order, and security. Whatever 
element is ousted from control devotes itself as- 
siduously to organizing popular discontent and 
stirring up all kinds of trouble. If the government 
runs the malcontent leaders out of the country, 
they take refuge in .the United States, Mexico, or 
other nearby territory and lay plots to get them- 
selves back-in power. 


For a time the "outs" directed their agitation 


against the American government and American 
business operating in Cuba. To mollify them and 
relieve the Mendieta government from embarrass- 
ment, the United States voluntarily relinquished 
ts right under the Cuban constitution to interfere 
when necessary for the preservation of order. It 
also lowered the tariff on Cuban sugar coming in- 
to this country and increased the annual tonnage 
allowed to come in under the act of congress, while 
restricting home production. 


But judging by what is now going on these sub- 


stantial concessions 
are totally ^ unappreciated 
ace. 
Public disorders and revolutionary agitation 


are increasing instead of diminishing. It has fin- 
ally become necessary for Mendieta to do what 
Machado and all other Cuban presidents before 
him were compelled to do—suspend constitutional 
guaranties and personal rights and set up a mili- 
ary dictatorship. 


Even the army is being put through a weeding 


out process to get rid of disloyal elements. Mean- 
vhile, the authorities are looking for another out- 
break of violence in the near future. Cuba knows 
no such thing as majo.nty rule. The politicians 
ettle their differences by organizing and arming 
heir followers and then shooting it out in the 
itreets of Havana and elsewhere. Trfey care little 
that many innocent civilians lose their lives when 
these battles take place. It is all part of the po- 
litical game as played in the Queen of the Antilles.

The av- 
erage height of 
a woman is five 
feet six inches. 
The average height of a man is 
five feet ten inches. It is true that 
we have giants and dwarfs, but 
most of these are examples of 
disease, and even so they do not 
change the averages very much. 
Most giants are not more than 
eight feet tall, and most dwarfs 
not less than two and one-half 
feet talL 
, 


Because in giants the condition 


is apparently due to a disease of 
the pituitary gland, most of the 
attempts to increase the height of 
human beings has been with pitu- 
itary extract. There is 
unques- 


tionably a growth hormone in the 
anterior lobe of the 
pituitary 


gland. Some quite remarkable re- 
sults have been obtained, increas- 
ing the height of a short child as 
much as thrre or four inches. Re- 
sults with pituitary extract, how- 
ever, seldom go much beyond that- 


Anothcr gland which is kncrvvn 


to be involved in growth is the 
thymus. a 
large lymphatic-like 


structure in the chest, which re-^ 
cedes in size almost to zero after 
the great growth period that oc- 
curs in the adolescent years of 
fourteen and fifteen. Until recent- 
ly we have had no active extract 
of the thymus, but a recent re-. 
port indicates that one has now- 
been isolated, and that il affects 
growth, at least m experimental 
animals, in a remarkable way.

Bar Group Should Turn 


Money to Treasurer, 


Ruud Holds. 


State Accountant L. A. Ruud 


has submitted to his official su- 
perior, Stale Auditor Price, a re- 
port on his examination of ac- 
counts of the Nebraska Supreme 
court which criticises the method 
of handling fees collected by the 
state bar 
commission from ap- 


plicants for admission as practic- 
ing lawyers. The report has not 
been released for publication but 
Pries expects to take up the mat- 
ter with the Supreme court judges 
and Clerk George H. Turner. 


About $2,000 of accumulated 


fees is now on hand, Ruud found. 
This money is held in a bank ac- 
count and has not been turned 
into the state treasury. It is treat- 
ed as a fund for paying per diem 
compensation of members of the 
state bar commission in conduct- 
ing examinations, preparing ques-. 
tions, grading papers, etc., and for 
purchasing stationery and miscel- 
laneous supplies and paying gen- 
eral expenses. 


The bar commission operates 


under rules and regulations adopt- 
ed by the Supreme court, and 
with its authority. Its members 
and Clerk Turner contend that 
the fees are no part of state reve- 
nue and need not be paid into 
the treasury, to be drawn out on 
warrants issued from the audi- 
tor's office. This is the same 
practice followed by the receiver- 
ship division of the state banking 
department. 


State Accountant Ruud thinks 


the money taken in by the bar 
commission should be paid into 
the state treasury, as are receipts 
from the various departments of 
the state government, and dis- 
bursed .only on warrants after 
the legislature has appropriated 
it for .the bar commission's use.
